CHAPTER XXVI.

AN ACT TO PREVENT THE DESTRUCTION OF FISH FROM THE
WATERS OF WAUCOKIA AND MINNETONKA LAEKES IN CARVER
COUNTY.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola :

That it shall be unlawful for any person
to catch, kill, spear or destroy for the purpose of sale,
